YIELD OF WHEAT TO THE ACRE.—Four 


farmers in different parts of one of the 
towns of Dane county, measured up their 
wheat, to get an aggregate, and it amount- 
ed to 33 bushels to the acre, 


For the last four or live weeks, there has 


been accumulating in Lake Wimiebago, im- 
mense,innumerable and incomputable num- 
bers of small particles oi' something, that, 
to the naked eye, resemble small bits of 
"rasa, moss, or sea-weed. These particles 
arc of a greenish color, and very uniform in 
size and appearance. The water ofthe lake 
and outlets, whenever agitated by wind or 
steamboats, or falling over the dams, would 
froth and foam like soap suds, and emit a 
disagreeable odor. 


This singular appearance of the water, 


and the disagreeable odor, seemed to be at 
its maxtinnn on Friday, the 20th, about 
noon of which day innumerable quantities 
of small fish, of every variety—tad-poles, 
lizards, and crabs, were seen rising to the 
surface of the water in a perpendicular po- 
sition, apparently gasping for life, and in a 
moment w.ould roll upon their sides, dead. 
By night, the shores were lined with thase 
small inhabitants of the water. Saturday 
morning, and during the day Saturday, the 
smell from the water was almost unendura- 
ble, and fish of a larger size began to fol- 
low in the footsteps of their younger neigh- 
bors. 


Before night, tho workmen on the water 


power were compelled to shut up their shops 
and leave. All hands went to work to re- 
move the dead fish, which were accumulat- 
ing rapidly on the surface of the river and 
canal, and probably not less than two or 
three hundred wagon loads were locked 
through in the lake below. The shores of 
the outlet, from the lake to tho lock below 
town—a distance of about one and a half 
ln;]es—,.are literally lined with dead fish 
now. 
It is impossible to compute the num- 


bers. We can only estimate them by the 
acre, or the thousands of wagon loads.— 
Sunday the dead iish did not accumulate, 
and the water had lost its disagreeable odor, 
and assumed nearly its original purity. 


Drs. Fay and Bates made an analysis of 


a quantity of the water, and the little parti- 
cles before mentioned were found to be a 
kind of parasite having distinct organiza- 
tions, though of a low order ; and a slimy, 
gelatinous consistency, which may have giv- 
en the water its soapy appearance.

There will be & general overhauling of 


past railroad matters in the conteyl now 
going on between the farm morlgagova and 
those who hold the mortgages. There has, 
undoubtedly been a considerable amount of 
swindling couucct«d with the sale of mort- 
gages, boudd, contracts and railroad paper 
germ-ally, and if there should be a thorough 
investigation of them in the court.-), there 
would be developments not very pleasant to 
some people. A correspondent of the Mad- 
ison Journal, speaking of tho purposes of 
the mortgagee towards tho Milwaukee and 
Mississippi railroad company says : 


" A formal demand will probably soon be 


made upon the ofticere of ihe company to 
step forward and provide for an honorable 
settlement with the holders of the farm

i:.\(io.—While CHI :i visit to Winni'bng 
county the other day wu bear<l of lli»i re- 
markable tuoftalily of the fish in Lake Win- 
nebago spoken of by the people. No one 
has been able to account for it. The fol 
lowing extract from a letter from B. S. 
Heatli, of Meiutslia, dated thu I its t of July, 
gives some of the details : 


For tin; last (bur or five weeks, then! has 


bean accumulating in Lake Winnebago, im- 
mense, innumerable and incomjmtiiblc num- 
bers of .small particles of Homi'thing, that, 
to the naked eye, resemble small bits ol 
grass, moss, or .sea-weed. Thc.se particles 
art; of a greenish color, and very uniform in 
size and appearance. The water of the bike 
and outlets, whenever agitated by wind 01 
.steamboats, or fulling over the dams, would 
froth and foam like soap suds, and emit a 
disagreeable odor. 


This singular appearance of tbo water, 


and the disagreeably oilor, .seemed to lie at 
its nmxinum on Friday, the 20th, about 
noon of which day inuumemblR nwuitili 
of small fish, of every variety—tad-poles, 
lizards, and crabs, were, seen rising to the 
surface of the water in a perpendicular po 
sition, apparently gasping for life, and in a 
moment would roll upon their sides, dead. 
By night, tho shores were lined with thane 
small inhabitants of tho water. Saturday 
morning, and during the day Saturday, the 
smell from the water was almost unendura- 
ble, and fish of a larger sixc begun to fol 
low in the footsteps of their younger ueigh 
bor.s. 


Before night, tho workmen on tlio water 


power were compelled to shut up their .shops 
and leave. All hands went to work to re- 
move the dead fish, which were accumulat- 
ing rapidly on the surface of the river ami 
ciui:il, and probably not loss than two or 
throe hundred wagon loads were locked 
through iti the hike below. The shores ol 
the outlet, from the lake to the lock below 
town—a distaitco of about one and a hall 
miles—are literally lined with dead fish 
now. 
It is impossible to compute the num 


bor.s. Wu can only estimate thorn by the 
acre, or tho thousands of wagon loads.— 
Sunday the dead fish did not accumulate, 
and tho water had lost its disagreeable odor, 
and assumed nearly its original purity. 


Drs. Fay and Bates made an analysis ol 


n <|iiantity of tho water, and the little parti 
cles befora inontioiiL'd were found to be a 
kind of parasite having distinct organiza- 
tions, though of a low order; and a slimy, 
gelatinous consistency, which may have giv- 
en the water iu soapy appearance.

There will be a general overhauling of 


past railroad matters in the contest now 
going on between the farm mortgagors and 
those who hold the mortgages. There has, 
undoubtedly been a considerable amount of 
swindling connected with the sale of mort- 
gages, bonds, contracts and railroad paper 
generally, and if there should be a thorough 
investigation of them in the courts, there 
would be developments not very pleasant to 
some people. 
A correspondent of the Mad- 


ison Journal, speaking of the porposes oi 
tilt mortgages towards the Milwaukee and 
Mississippi railroad company says : 


'• A formal demand will probably soon be 


ir.ade upon the officers of the company to 
>tep forward and provide for an honorable 
settlement with the holders of the farm 
mortgages, and if they had the manliness 
and honor to do it, very well, but if not, 
and they choose to leave their victims un- 
provided for then the mortgagors will pro- 
vide /or themselves futhermore will look up 
the i/enflemen 'one an all, who hate robbed

MORTALITY OF FISH ix LAKE WI.V.VE 


K.iiio.—While OH a 
visit to Winnebago 


county the other day we heard of the re 
markable mortality of the fish, in Lake Win 
uebago spoken of by the people. No one 
has been able to account for it. The fol 
lowing extract from a letter from B. S 
Heath, of Menasha, dated the last of July 
gives some of the details : 


For the last four or five weeks, there tia; 


been accumulating in Lake Winnebago, im- 
mense, innumerable and incomputable num- 
bers of small particles of something, that, 
to the naked eye, resemble small bits- oi 
grass, moss, or sea-weed. These particles 
arc of a greenish color, and very uniform in 
size and appearance. 
The water of the lake 


and outlets, whenever agitated by wind 01 
steamboats, or falling over the dams, would 
froth and foam like soap suds, and 'emit 
disagreeable odor. 


This singular appearance of the water, 


and the disagreeable odor, seemed to be at 
its maxirnun on Friday, the 20th, about 
noon of which day innumerable qnantitici 
of small fish, of every variety—tad-poles 
lizards, and crabs, were seen rising to the 
surface of the water in a perpendicular po- 
sition, apparently gasping for life, and in a 
moment would roll upon their sides, dead. 
By night, the shores were lined with these 
small inhabitants of the water. 
Saturday 


morning, and during the day Saturday, the 
smell from the water was almost unendura 
ble, and fish of a larger size began to fol 
low in the footsteps of theiv younger ne'>h 
bors. 
c 


Before night, the workmen on the water 


power were compelled to shut up their shops,, 
and leave. All hands went to work to re' 
move the dead fish, which were accumulat- 
ing rapidly on tho surface of the river and 
canal, and probably not less than two or 
three hundred wagon loads were locked 
through in the lake below. The shores of 
the outlet, from the lake to the lock below 
town—a distance of about one and a half 
miles—are literally lined with dead fish 
now. 
It is impossible to compute the num- 


bers. We can only estimate them by the 
acre, or the thousands of wagon loads. 
Sunday the dead fish did not accumulate 
ami the water had lost its disagreeable odor 
and assumed nearly its original purity. 


Drs. Fay and Bates made an analysis of 


a quantity of the water, and the little" parti- 
cles before mentioned were found to be a 
kind of parasite having distinct organiza- 
tions, though of a low order ; and a slimy, 
gelatinous consistency, which may have "iv- 
:n the water its soapy appearance,
